The colored firebug, John E. Latti- 
more, was sentenced by Judge Cheney 
yesterday morning to 12 years in the 
penitentiary at Folsom. There was 
considerable speculation beforehand 
in regard to the sentence, and various 


ested. Lattimore kept A, B. Chapman 
and his neighbors so thoroughly ter- 
rorized for seyeral years that they 
would like to have seen a much severer 
sentence imposed. His attorneys yes- 
terday morning made vigorous efforts 
to secure a new trial, but their motion 
was denied, and they asked to have the 
evidence transcribed with a view to 
taking an appeal. 

Judge Cheney, in passing sentence, 
reviewed the testimony at some 
length, referring to the admission of 
considerable testimony about Latti- 
more and his connection with fires 
previous tothe one for which he was 
convicted. The Court spoke of the evi- 
dence being nearly all circumstantial 
and the bearing that the evidence of 
his previous ill-feelings toward Mr.

When the Court 
announced the sentence the defendant 
seemed to take it quite coolly. _.

Readjustment of the Police Force 
— to Moet the Case. 6 
The removals from the police force 
ficers yesterday, and while considerable 
sympathy was expressed for the men

it, without any serious inconvenience. 
It is understood that there is some

Jailers Hare and Clayton 
will continue in their present positions. 
These are the only changes so far an- 
nounced. 

It is claimed that there is consider- 
able dissatisfaction about the removal 
of the officers from the depots, and 
that a delegation of railroad officials 
will appear before the Police Commis- 
sion at the meeting this afternoon and 
ask that they be put back. 


A CHINESE CORPUS 


Upon Which a Long-deferred In- 
quest Was Held. 

Coroner Meredith yesterday held an 
inquest on ths body of a Chinaman 
named Chee Heung, aged 28 years, who 
was drowned while attempting tocross 
Cerritos Creek, down about Wilming- 
ton, on the 14th of December last. 
Heung was a vegetable peddler, and 
on his way to the city attempted to 
drive acress the stream. The high 
water had carried the bridge away, 
and the heathen went to the bottom. 
Several persons saw the accident, and 
it was reported to the Coroner, and an 
account was published iu the papers at 
the time, but from the fact that the 
body was not recovered, it was thought 
that it had been carried out to sea. It 
transpired at the inquest yesterday, 
however, that the body was found on 
the 19th of January last by a Mexican, 


The heathens then paid $10 to have the 
remains put in a box, which was hid in 
the bushes, and it was allowed to re- 
main until the present time to keep it 
from interfering with the celebration 
of the Chinese new year. The jury 
returned a .verdict of accidental 
drowning. 


THE SCHOOL CONTKAOTS. 


Eight Hours and No Chinese Labor 
to Be Used. 
“Monday night a communication 
from the Bricklayers’ Union was read 
before the Board of Education, saying 
that certain contractors who had 
secured the contracts for the erection 
of the new school buildings were vio- 
lating the provisions of the same in 
regard to theeight-hour clause, and 
asking that they be compelled to com- 
ply with the law. The signers offered 
to furnish all the proof necessary, if 
they were calied upon, and said that 
they only wanted an opportunity to 
show the whole thing up. 

That the laborers are in earnest in 
this matter is shown from the fact that 
yesterday complaints were sworn out 
against two of the contractors, charg- 
ing them with violation of the eight- 
hour ordinance, which says that eight 
hours shall constitute a day’s work on 
any city building, and inflicting a pen- 
alty for any violation of the same. One 
of the contractors, J. C. Kuback, was 
arrested last evening, but was released 
on his own recognizance, and the other 
one will probably be arrested today. 
All of the contracts contain both 
the eight-hour and no Chinese-labor 
clauses. 


A QUEER LAW, 


If That Is the Correct Interpret 
tion of It. ° 

The mechanics’ lien law of this 
State is a queer institution, if one can 
judge from some of the decisions that 
have been rendered of late. A short 
time ago the Santg Fé Company leased 
a piece of land in this city to a man 
who wished to put up a build- 
ing.

rought suit and got judgment, and 
the railroad people were about to let 
the matter go, when their lawyer in- 
formed them that if they did not buy 
the claim in they would lose their land, 
as it would go to the man who pur- 
chased the building. 

If this decision be a correct interpre- 
tation of the law it will not be safe for 
any one to lease real estate for build- 
ing purposes.

THE BLOCKADE IN CAJON PASS 
BROKEN. 


A Rough Winter on the Santa Fe 
Lines—Soledad Pass Also Passa- 
ble — Overland Trains Go Out 
and Delayed Trains. to Arrive 
Today. 


General Manager Wade of the Santa 
Fé, who has been in charge of the 
Southern California lines about three 
months, is all but disheartened. One 
storm after anothor has followed in 
close succession sinee his arrival, and 
he has done nothing but build bridges 
and repair tracks since he took charge 
of the road. Almost as soon as the 
road is put in order another/storm 
comes along and thousands of dollars 
have to be expended. 

There is one consolation, however, 
that he should not lose sight of, and 
that is thesubstantial manner in which 
he is now building his bridges and 
putting down his tracks. Originally 
the Santa Fé’s tracks were put down 
in great haste, and the bridges were 
thrown together as if the builders did 
not care how long they stood. 

Everything is being repaired ina 
workmanlike manner, and the chances 
are that the company will have but 
little trouble in the future. Mr. Wade 
should not feel discouraged, for he has 
demonstrated to the business men dur- 
ing his short stay among them that he 
isthe right man in ‘the right place, 
and if he keeps, up his licks he will 
soon make his roads more popular 
than they have been in the future. 

Late yesterday afternoon word was 
received at the Santa Fé offices to the 
effect that the overland trains that 


since Sunday succeeded in getting 
through the pass, and an ecast- 
bound overland.was started last even- 
ing from this city. The west-bound 
overlands will reach this cily some 
time this moruing. 

The Surf Line was reported all right 
yesterday, and trains will be running 
over ll lines today on time. 

Yesterday Assistant Division Super- 
intendent Muir of the Southern Pacific 
received a letter from Hervey Lindiey, 
manager of the Whittier celebration. 
thanking him for the able manner in 
which the excursionists were handled. 
There was not a single accident, and 
the excursion trains made good time 
and landed their passengers on time, 
as agreed. 

The managements of the Southern 
Pacific and the Santa Fé are consider- 
ably worried over the action of the Po- 
lice Commission in removing the depot 
ofticers. At the meeting of the com- 
missioners this afternoon there will bea 
delegation of railroad men present, and 
an effort will be made to induce the 
commission to give the railroad com- 
panies an officer each. Inu speaking of 
the removal of Officer Rulo, who was 
siationed at the Wolfskill depot, Mr. 
Muir said: ~~ 

“There is not a better officer on the 
force than Rulo, and I can’t under- 
stand why be should have been re- 
moved. e has been tried in various 
departments, and has always given 
satisfaction. We would rather have 
him than any other man on the force. 
I have been told today that he was let 
out because he is supposed to be a rich 
man. This is a mistake. Rulo has 
a little home, but it is mortgaged 
down to the bedr and he 
bas a large family which he is strug- 

ling to support. I shall go before the 
ard tomorrow and tell the members 
just what 1 think of them. According 
to the amount of taxes paid by our 
company in this city we should have 
officers, and as we only ask 
for one at the Wolfskill depot we think 
we should have him without a kick.“ 

If the railroad people are not heard 
in this matter, the chances are there 
will be a general slaughter at the next 
election, forthe two companies con- 
—— about four thousand votes in this 
city.

There are many things a woman 
cannot begin to do as well as a man, 
but the work that will be required for 
the fair seems especially fitting to her 
nature, abilities and education, Take 
u home, for instance.

It will 
require taste, economy, a vast deal of 
hard work; and what man is as taste- 
ful, economical and painstaking as a 
woman? Itisa woman’s right, not 
women's rights.“

success, and whoever can best bring 
that about should be called upon to 
act.” 

MRS. SECRETARY WINDOM 

is a courteous, thoughtful lady, and 
although she said she. had had little 
time from her other duties to think of 
the current topics, her short talk 
showed her ability to discuss any sub- 


ject. 
It was a pitiful sight to me,” said 
she, to see the crazy quilts and corpu- 


lent pin-cushions at the centennial 


celébration and to be told that they 
represented women’s work.

“T have not given the subject any 
special thought.“ said Mrs. Atty.-Gen.

board would be a nuisance. She might 
be just as capable as a man, but her 
life makes her have different views on 
mauy subjects; and then if any quarrel 
or trouble should arise, the world 


Would at once say that it was the 


woman’s fauit. It will be the safest, 
if not the most glorious course, to 


‘allow men to manage any executive 


board that may be organized. There 
isso much else that women can do 
much better than men that it will be 
well for gnem to stick to their own line 
of work.

“At the centennial celebration of 
the First Congress, at which Chief 
Justice Fuller delivered the oration 
there was not even a flag displayed in 
the House of Representatives where 
the great assembly was. Do you sup- 

sé if one woman had had anything 

0 do with it that she would not have 
ferreted out the stars and stripes that 
hung in the First Congress and draped 
that flag above the speaker’s head?“ 
Susan B. Anthony uttered the words 
that I have just quoted, and the grand 
old girl nad a fiery light in her gray 
eyes that should warn opposers of 
women on World’s Fair committees to 
stand from under. 

MRS. SENATOR SHERMAN. 
“I believe that there were no lady 
members of the board of managers of 
the centennial celebration,” said Mrs. 
Senator Sherman, “and although they 
did a great deal of work they received 
no recoghition or honor. That is the 
reason I think ladies should already 
begin to take an interest in the 
World’s Fair, so that they may be 
ready to unite on any plan that will 
secure proper representation. I signed 
the petition to Congress because it 
secured an excellent method for the 
time. 
MRS. SENATOR HAWLEY 

is a member of the Isabella Memorial 
League, and she thinks that Congress- 
men will save themselves future an- 
noyance by listen ing to the plea of the 
women now. Suid she: 

»The simplest way to recognize the 
share women will perform in the 
World’s Fair is for Congress to allow 
the appointment of women as members 
of the executive board. It is nota 
case of the equal rights of women at 
all, and I do not care whether there 
is one woman or two, or as many as 
there are men, on the board. But one 
there should be. I think the plan 
adopted in New York for its school

not in the least think an executive 
board—if such a body there be should 
appoint a committee of lady managers, 
but whatever women have anything to 
do with it should be appointed by Con- 
gress. I cannot conceive how any one 
would criticise such a course. Women 
have experience in managing, and we 
all know that before the affair is over 
that they will have done half the 
work; consequently, they should be 
88 from the first. 1 am only 
afruid everything has begun too late, 
and that there will be no fair, for after 
it has been decided upon, commission- 
ers from each country have to be ap- 
pointed, and when that is done . there 
will hardly be a year for arranging the 
exhibits, and that alone should occupy 
three years. Perhaps if women had

the scheme, the others strongly op- 
posing it. With scarcely an exception, 
the newspapers of the Territory have 
declared that Arizona is at present un- 
able to afford the luxury of Statehood. 
The opposite sentiment is represented 
only by a small clique of office seekers 
and others, who expect to make money 
out of the admission. 

Arizona has been “playing in hard 
luck“ during the past 10 years. Ten 
years ago the great discoveries at 
Tombstone were attracting thousands, 
and many other mining camps, that 
have since closed down, were support- 


ing other thousands. There are, at 


present, very few dividend-paying 
mines in the Territory. This is partly 
owing to the decline in silver; partly 
to the ill success of injudicious invest- 
ments, The Apaches have cost Ari- 
zona millions of dollars, directly and 
indirectly. Even the cattle business is 
at present in the dumps, prices being 
very low. The population of the Salt 
River Valley has largely increased dur- 
ing the past 10 years, but it is very 
doubtful whether the population of the 
entire Territory is greater—if as great 
—as in 1880. 

Arizona does not want Statehood at 
present. Her people want the Govern- 
ment to keep off the Apache murder- 
ers, and assist in the location of stor- 
age reservoirs. Then the Territory 
will work out its own salvation, and, 
within comparatively few years, will 
reach a point where Statehood will 
naturally come to it as a right, by 
which time it will be able to support 
the honors in a becoming manner. 


MUNICIPAL FRANCHISES—A GOOD 
MOVE. 


We have frequently dilated on the 
folly of granting valuable franchises 
to street-car companies and others 
without exacting anything for the city 
in return. Three years ago a slight at- 
tempt was made in the Council to es- 
tablish a rule that all companies apply-

There was 
a practical agreement that a bill should 
be passed authorizing the Secretary of 
the Treasury to increase the purchase 
of silver, store it as bullion and issue 
certificates upon it. It is expected the 
details of a bill covering these propo- 
sitions will be drafted at the next 
meeting of the commtttee. Such a 
measure will not satisfy the silver men. 
They object to having silver treated as 


merchandise and thus practically de- 
monetized, 


MANY queer measures are presented 
to the congressional committees in the 
course of a session, but probably the 
most remarkable bill called to the at- 
tention of a lawmaker in the Fifty-first 
Congress is one just received by the 
House Committee on Agriculture. It 
is submitted by the State Farmers’ 
Alliance of Virginia, and it is pro- 
posed as a relief for the present de- 
pressed condition of the agricultural 
interests of the country. It is entitled 
“A bill to establish a system of sub- 
tueasuries,” and it proposes a sub- 
treasury in each county iin each State 
of the Union. One thousand sub- 
treasuries, at an average of $100,000

Will It Pay—An Fconomic Question. 
Los ANGELES, Feb. 16.—[To the Ed- 
itorof Tun Times.] The Retrench- 
ment Committee of the City Council 
having recommiended the acceptance 
of Mr. Donegan's bid of $2.94 per day 
forteam and driver on all city work, 
I would like toask the question, will 
the city save or lose by accepting said 
bid? Apparently it would save 56 
cents per day on each team and driver, 
but in reality would it not lose much 
more than that in the long run? In 
hard times, like the present, it is cus- 
tomary in all large cities East to give 
all work possible to men who have 
families to support, and it is a well- 
known fact that all, or nearly all, own- 
ers of teams who are at work for 
the city are men with families, many 
of them 1 debt for their little homes, 
and wholly dependent on what the 11 
can earu with their teams, while al 
or nearly ali, the teamsters who drive 
for cofitractors are ung men, 
mostly transient, wi no one 
but themselves to look out for, 
whose highest ambition is bis grub and 
per month. Three-fourths of the 
cash balance finds its way into the 
tills of the various saloons or the 
hands of the denizens of Alameda 
street. The team owner's money goes 
into the hands of honest tradesmen, 
and be has interest enough in bis work 
to at least try to hold his job, atid will 
work faithfully accordingly, while the 
transient driver, having no particular 
interest in anything, will sbirk, kill 
time, and manage to get in as few loads 
per day as possible, caring but little if 
he does get discharged, if he can get a 
few dollars ahead. 
Minneapolis pays its teams $3.50 per 
day und its laborers $1.50, while this 
city pays its teams $3.50 and its labor- 
ers $2, Minneapolis allowing $2 per day 
for feed, shoeing teams, wear and tear 
on teams, wagon and harness, and this 
city but $1.50.

Topay is Ash Wednesday, the be- 
ginning of Lent, a season of especial 
interest to Episcopalians, and more or 
less observed by many denominations, 
especially in the East. It is an eccle- 
sjastical season of praying and fasting, 
literally the fast.of 40 days, which be- 
gins with Ash Wednesday and ends 
with Easter Sunday, the period com- 
memorating the 40- days’ fast of the 
Lord in the wilderness. Lent has long 
been known, in the Greek Church, and 
includes 48 days; and we find reference 
toitin the Latin Church as early as 
the fourth century. Irenaus tells us 
that the custom was old in his day, but 
that there was no regularity or 
method. Tertullian was of the opinion 
that Christians should commemorate 
by a religious fast the time during 
which “the bridegroom was taken from 
us. From Socraies we learn that in 
his day the Romans fasted three weeks 
before Easter, Saturdays and Sundays 
being omitted. From the same author- 
ity we learn that in IIlyria. Greece 
and Alexandria the period of ab- 
stinence exceeded six weeks, and in 
some places seven weeks before Easter, 
though the actual observance was at 
intervals 6 three periods of five days 
each. Cassiamis informs us that the 
fast is a tithe of the year. 1. eo I. 
States that the fast of forty days is 
held on apostolic authority. Gregory 
the Great in one of his homilies gives 
the number of days as thirty-six.. We 
find the same statement in the Corpus 
Juris Canonici with this change, prob- 
ably made about the eighth century, 
wat make up the forty days dedicated 
to the tasting of our Lord, the 
four days preceding Quadragesima 
Sunday were taken in. The 
early history or the exact history of the 
fast which begins today is ‘then 
shrouded in mystery, but in all proba- 
bility finds its prototype in some of the 
observances of the pre-christian era.

SUDDENLY CALLED. 
Earl Reddick Dies of a Sudden 
Hemorrhage. 


Earl Reddick, first book-keeper of 
the First National Bank, died suddenly 


ſot hemorrhage of the lungs about 


12 o’clock Monday night at the resi- 
dence of Henry Newby on Park street. 
Mr. Reddick did his usual day’s 
work at the bank Monday, and re- 
turned to his place of residence in the 
evening without complaining of feel- 
ing unwell. When Mr. Stewart, who 
also holds a responsible position in the 
bank and who boards at Mr. Newby’s 
residence, returned home shortly 
fore midnight, Mr. Reddick called to 
him for some salt, exclaiming he was 
raising blood. Just as the salt was 
placed in his mouth a volume of blood 
burst from his lungs, and in a very few 
minutes he died in the arms of his 
friend. 
Mr. Reddick was a young man of 
exemplary character, and was one of 
the most trusted of the employés in 
the important institution with which 
he was connected. He came to Pasa- 
dena for the benefit of bis health in 
1886. The sudden hemorrhage which 
caused his death was the first he had 
suffered since coming to Pasadena. He 
was in the 25th vear of his age. His 
remains will be stiipped for interment 
to Knightstown, Ind., where his par- 
ents reside.

25 “Farm Topics” Answered. 
Colanovk, Feb. 18.—[To the Edi- 
tor of THe Times.| Under the head- 
ing Farm Topics,” in THe Times of 
the 13th inst., occurs what might seem 
to be a fair expianation-of the recent 
fluctuation in the price of sweet 
potatoes, as set forth in my article,

On general principles the writer of the 
explanation is right; yet if he had 
carefully read my article he would 
have seen that the sweet potatoes that 
sold not long ago at 25 cents a sack 
were ‘first-class potatoes, and not 
frozen ones. The commission man 
was particular to inform me as to that 
fact. - 

In reply to the suggestion that the 
farmer should himself store his produce 
till the price advanced, I thing the 
original article answered that quite 
effectively, as follows: And further- 
more, they (the farmers) know per- 
fectly well that 2 so long as any 

tatoes remain in their hands you 
ſeommission men) will keep the price 
down. It is not till the last sack of 
home-raised potatoes is gone and im- 
portations begin that there is any de- 
cided raise in price.“ | 
That is the great trouble here. The 
market is regulated, not by supply and 
demand, butby a few dealers, who 
seem determined not to pay a fhir 
price for any pro raised in this re- 
gion. If we bad legitimate commis- 
sion houses here, it would be different. 
‘The, so-called commission merchants 
are all dealers. They buy and sell en- 
tirely on their own account. And, as 
long as they can buy a pound of home-

If the farmers would combine it 
might be different, but the farmers 
never have combined and never will 
combine. A legitimate praduce ex- 
change, which will consider theeneeds 
of the community, and figure upon the 
supply in sight, is what we want. 
And the members of the exchange 
must be commission merchants and 
not dealers. Such a produce exchange 
would be worth millions to the com- 
munity. A year’s study of a legiti- 
mate market, as established by such 
an exchange, would enable the farm- 
ers to supply all our demands in the 
produce line, At present we send 
away yearly hundreds of thousands of 
dollars for produce which could be 

rofitably grown here at very much 
ess than the average price paid by the 
consumér. The trouple now is that 
the home producer generally gets the 
minimum price. | 

A proper produce exchange could 
readily gather approximate statistics 
regarding. each line of produce, and 
that would in itself regulate the price. 
No individual farmer can gather sta- 
tistics to guide him in the disposition 
of his produce. He simply hauls his 
roduce to town and takes what is of- 
ered. He may feel that he is being 
robbed, but he knows that he must 
take his medicine. 

Returning to sweet potatoes, I will 


rightly advised that the removal of the 
tops as soon as frozen will save the 
underground tubers. I doubt not most 


this county know that; but when the 
price is 25 cents a sack for first-class 
unfrozen potatoes, what is the use in 
trying to save them? So thought 
every one, and hence the loss to the 
community of our large crop. 

An enlightened produce exchange, 
such as they have in most cities, would 
have saved the bulk of the crop. Let 
us have one.
